Sayed Alhakim met on Monday, October 
03, 2011, with the President Of Iraq, Mr. 
Jalal Talabani. During the meeting the two 
reviewed the President of the Republic's 
most recent trip to the United Nations, and 
meetings conducted by His Excellency, as 
well as the most important developments 
in the Iraqi political arena. The two sides 
stressed the need for reunification and 
unity and to work as a team to overcome 
the problems faced by Iraq. 

Sayed Alhakim Hosts 
Political-Cultural Forum 

Sayed Alhakim hosted on Wednesday, 
September 28, 2011. the Political- 
Cultural forum. During his comments 
Sayed Alhakim stressed the need for 
respect of the Constitution as a reference 
for Iraqis in cases of differences of legal 
opinions between them. He then went 
about criticizing security breaches that 
have occurred in recent days targeting 
the holy city of Karbala by the double 
bombings that resulted in dozens of 
dead and wounded. He stressed on the 
need to review security plans and the 
development of intelligence services that 
prevents terrorists from implementation of 
their goals before they can commit these 
crimes. On the subject of the American 
military presence in Iraq, Sayed Alhakim 
recalled that today— the twenty-eighth of 



September-is the International Day of 
Resistance to Occupation and Wars, where 
he emphasized the need for the withdrawal 
of U.S. combat troops from Iraq through 
the full implementation of the agreement 
on the withdrawal of troops in order to 
attain the complete independence of Iraq, 
without interference or domination of any 
state. Sayed Alhakim talked about the new 
school year and said that "eight million and 
four hundred thousand students went to 
school" saying that this number represents 
a quarter of Iraq's population and that is a 
message of life. Addressing the Ministry 
of Education and its personnel and its 
leadership Sayed Alhakim said these young 
people are the future and the hope of Iraq 
and its fate is linked to them .He said that 
reforming education means reforming the 
future generation. He called on the Iraqi 
Ministry of Education to find an appropriate 
atmosphere for the development of the 
educational reality and find advanced 
scientific means and pay attention to ways 
of teaching and developing plans and 
programs that help to promote educational 
performance in Iraq. He pointed to the 
reports issued by the Office of Financial 
Supervision in 2010, saying that these 
reports have caused a great shock to all 
honest people because of the figures of 
corruption and waste of public money, 
stressing that there is no reconstruction and 
no prosperity for Iraq with the existence of 
corruption and financial and administrative 
embezzlement of the Iraqi people's money 
of the Iraqi people has exceeded the 100 
billion dollars in 2011 and $111 billion 
for the year 2012 and that this issue would 
hurt the Iraqi people if they do not put in 
place and will undermine the confidence 
of the people of the project of the new- 
Iraq. He also criticized the dominance of 
government banks as 80% of all deposits 
are done without providing banking 
services to the people even if these services 
are available.

Conference Of Faili Kurds 



Sayed Alhakim called for the formation 
of a competent body entrusted with 
following up the decision of the Council 
of Representatives, which considered the 
crimes committed by the former regime 
against the Faili Kurds, as a genocide, 
and follow-up with their legislative and 
government entitlements, service and the 
compensation of those affected by these 
crimes. This came in a speech delivered 
by Sayed Alhakim on Saturday. October 1 . 
201 1, at the General Conference of the Faili 
Kurds, which was held at the University 
of Baghdad. He considered the resolution 
passed by the Council of Representatives 
in early last month of August, a victory 
for Faili In recognition of these grievances 
and as a political and national right of this 
segment of the Iraqi people, describing 
Faili Kurds, as a basic component of 
Iraq and no one can question their Iraqi 
identity, or their patriotism, presenting an 
overview of persecution, marginalization 
and grievances suffered .by this segment, 
which was not exposed by any of the other 



components of Iraq. He Recalled words of 
the tyrant Saddam against the Ralli Kurds 
and his call to root out them and kill the 
people of this component of Iraq. 
He also referred to many of the repressive 
practices suffered by the Faili Kurds by 
Saddam's regime, where he mentioned 
the forced displacement, imprisonment 
and deprivation of their basic rights and 
deporting them through relinquishing 
their Iraqi citizenship, and speedy 
implementation of death sentences away 
from just judiciary, confiscation of their 
property, to the crime of divorce of Kurds 
women under duress, stating that these pains 
and tribulations increase their resolve and 
determination, sacrifice and a commitment 
to the right approach to the religious 
authority, and commitment to the path set 
by the Kurds themselves where they did 
not depart from it throughout these decades 
.He expressed his sorrow that this segment 
is not represented today, after nine years 
of the new Iraq equitable representation 
in appointments in the positions up to the 
outposts in the government and parliament, 
ministers and so on, hoping to change 
this reality and fairness of this oppressed 
component.

bureaucratic administrative complex, 
leaving a negative impact on the banking 
sector in Iraq, and demanded that officials 
develop monetary policy that is correct and 
provide opportunities for advancement of 
the banking sector so that Iraq shift from 
a unilateral petroleum-based economy to a 
diverse economy.

On a different subject Sayed Alhakim 
considered that holding of Supplementary 
elections for the Parliament of Bahrain and 
the compensation retreating Bahraini MPs 
is a unsuccessful action that will contribute 
to deepening the gap between the people 
of Bahrain and the authorities, especially 
since these procedures ignored 60% of the 
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Mr. Almayali reviewed the problematic 
of powers between local governments and 
ministries of the government, stressing the 
need to grant full powers to the provinces.

Saved Alhakim hosted on Wednesday, 
September 21, 2011, the political-cultural 
forum. Sayed Alhakim stressed on the 
necessity of taking into account the civil 
orientation of the new Iraqi state when 
initiating the process of arming the Iraqi 
army. He noted the need for a wide and 
comprehensive vision in the arming 
process because this process should not 
become a source of concern for the Iraqi 
people and the countries of the region. By 
calling for the need to get the arms from 
different sources Iraq will not fall under 
an enormous amount of pressure in the 
decision-making process, noting that the 
multiplicity of origins in the process of 
arms control will maintain the sovereignty 
and political independence of the decision 
process of Iraq's government. Sayed 
Alhakim expressed his sorrow for the 
repercussions of the Nukhayb incident that 
took on a sectarian dimension, stressing 
that the sectarian conflict is over and that 
progress in the direction of demolishing 
sectarianism is irreversible, and the Islamic 
Supreme Council will not allow for its 
return. He stressed that the position of ISCI 
concerning the incident in Nukhayb is a 
firm position and that hearts will not cool 
until the hearts of mothers and wives of 
the victims calm down following the arrest 
of the perpetrators and the application of 
justice through the appropriate institutions. 



_ Alhakim expressed his opposition 
towards the way in which Nukhayb incident 
has been dealt with and that this shows off 
a process that irritates people, ' It would 
be advisable for Iraq's political leaders 
to follow a wise, calm and legal route tc 
solve these matters. He called on political 
leaders to put an end to the escalation of 
the media mudslinging and accusations 
between parties, indicating that no one has 
the resolution of Iraq's problems alone and 
that no one entity is entitled to own Iraq. 
Sayed Alhakim warned that continued 
bickering will lead to frustration within 
the citizenry and risk further losing the 
confidence of the Iraqi people. Noting that 
patience has its limits and those responsible 
people are aware of the seriousness of 
underestimating and manipulating facts. 
He said that the escalation and the political 
bickering are things that worry the Iraqi 
citizens and gives them the impression that 
politicians are more concerned with their 
personal issues rather than working to solve 
the many problems facing the Iraqi people. 
Especially after people began feeling the 
direct effects of this bickering and the 
lag in the provision of vital services. This 
conflict though is not limited between the 
political blocs, and confirms that the state 
of tension, which are experienced by Iraqi 
citizens does require radical solutions. 
Not insults and exaggerations that are 
playing on the sectarian card. Sayed 
Alhakim renewed his support for Maliki's 
government in every step that it takes that 
serves the Iraqi citizen and puts an end to 
the decline in the security situation and 
reinforces national unity between the sons 
and the daughters of the Iraqi people. He 
noted that the support here is the support 
for the reforms, and steps that address the 
concern of the citizens. He also stressed to 
direct constructive criticism and express 
conservatives position on each step that 
does not provide service for Iraq's people. 
He praised the role of the security forces 
in protecting the lives of people, calling 
to build an integrated intelligence system 
that depends on the intelligence effort 
to dismantle terrorist gangs and prevent 
crime before it occurs. He indicted that 
the current situation requires the need to 
double efforts and determine the security 
plans and review them and that the security 
agencies take the initiative by taking 
immediate actions and be proactive instead 
of reactive. Sayed Alhakim also renewed 




his call to name the efficient people for 
the security ministries. Sayed Alhakim 
congratulated the whole world and peace- 
loving people on the anniversary of the 
World Day of Peace, appealing to people 
to take the approach of peace, and pay 
attention to the wars and destruction that 
do not result in good things, and that the 
best way forward is to follow through with 
dialogues and peaceful means to settle 
disputes. He called on the citizen's bloc 
in the Council of Representatives to enact 
legislation that guarantees the rights of 
widows in Iraq, stressing that the stability 
of society and its development and cohesion 
comes from the strength of women because 
women represent half of the society and 
raise the other half. He praised the efforts 
of the citizen's bloc in the Council of 
Representatives for its ongoing work with 
other parliamentary blocs to approve a 
tii-ant for students with limited incomes by 
Too thousand for Bachelor students and 
150 thousand for the Masters, indicating 
that the amount in its simplicity will help 
the students, calling on the bloc to step 
up its efforts to pass laws that serve the 
citizens, and to move away from conflict 
and political harassment. He considered 
the approval of the Iraqi parliament that 
the regime's crimes against the Faili Kurds 
as crimes of genocide is a good step, 
recalling that he called repeatedly called 
during the Weekly Cultural Forums that 
the crimes suffered by the Faili Kurds must 
be considered genocide because they were 
oppressed by the system twice, first for 
their culture and the second because of their 
sect. He considered the reforms issued by 
the Government of Algeria and the Syrian 
positive steps where reforms can achieve 
those rights desired by the peoples of those 
countries. He pointed out that the situation 
in Libva is making steady steps, and that 
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mechanisms. Sheikh Ali Salman reviewed 
the current situation in Bahrain and the 
results of the Bahraini dialogues and efforts 
by his organization and popular forces in 
Bahrain to find the necessary solutions to 
the problems experienced by the country 
according to the aspirations of the Bahraini 
people and to ensure the achievement of 
their just demands.

We are experiencing in Iraq a new legislative 
experiment, and a new parliamentary 
system, where we seek to strengthen the 
role of the people in the management of 
power and wealth distribution. We have 
overcome in the past years some of the 
most important challenges and achieved 
the most basic issues as represented by the 
election of Constituent Assembly which 
wrote the Constitution and voted on it. 
The election of the Council of 
Representatives in accordance with the 
Constitution, the building of the pillars of 
state, power and enhance its prestige, build 
its security forces and enhance the value of 
the Iraqi dinar and the development budget 
of Finance, which multiplied by 3 where 
it began with $40 billion and will be up 
to $120 billion to cover all the provinces 
according to the rate of population in order 
to compensate these provinces for time lost 
during the reign of tyranny and dictatorship.

Asian 
countries proved its distinct economic 
features and the future of Asia is promising, 
and this calls for preserving privacy, 
culture and spirituality of the peoples of 
Asia, which is characterized by diversity, 
tolerance and respect for others. 
The strengthening of stability, 
understanding and cooperation in Asia 
cails for the transition from cooperation 
between the parliaments of these countries 
into cooperation and understanding 
between the peoples of Asia, and here 
we stress the importance of attitudes 
and media statements that contribute to 
strengthening ties between the cultures 
of peoples and not to provoke them by- 
insulting symbols oi holy places or values. 
Here, we call on the parliaments of Asia 
to condemn attempts to insult the Quran 
and the apostles and prophets and holy 
places and exciting trends and religious 
strife, sectarian, sectarianism, by some 
authorities. And activate the process of 
coexistence and convergence of religions, 
sects and ethnic groups, both between 
countries and peoples, or within a country. 
And to encourage coexistence among 
religions, cultural exchange and scientific 
cooperation between the countries of Asia. 
There should be a transfer of the principles 
of cooperation and friendship, to the 
practical reality through the formation 
of standing committees to follow up the 
implementation of these principles and 
activate them. In conclusion, we renew our 
thanks and our respect for the great people 
of Indonesia and their parliament and their 
illustrious and esteemed local government 
for this beautiful city of Solo and for their 
gracious hospitality and love. Here, I invest 
this positive atmosphere among us to call 
upon our brothers in Bahrain to expedite 
the release of the Iraqi Football Player. 
Dhulfaqar, so that his release will be a good 
fruit for this meeting and the message of 
love to the hearts of Iraqis. 
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
